pails general lectures and work- 
shop or seminar. 

General I^ecture Session* 

The general lecture sessions will 
begin at 7:30 p.m. and will include 
discussions of contemporary camp- 
ing. objective*, program, adminis- 
tration, leadership techniques, the 
camper, health and safety stand- 
ards, daily routines, aquatics, and 
campcraft. 

Directors of the general sessions 
will be Julian Saloman, Field Co- 
ordinator ih Camping, National 
Park Service: Howard L. White,- 
Director of Community Relations. 
U; S. Housing Authority; Caroline

Workshop and Seminar 

Following the lecture, the class 
will break up into a seminar group 
and a workshop group. -Hugo W. 
Wolter will lead the'seminar group, 
which is designed for camp admin- 
istrators or counselors wilh expe- 
ilenTe who plan to go into the ad- 
ministrative field. 

The workshop group will work 
with the basic craft aclivlties that 
can ho developed from natural ma- 
terials, sych as bark, native dye.

• 'WHEN NINE speakers compete 
In the Davis Prize Contest on Jan- 
uary 24, Dr. Harry Cassel Davis, a 
member of the class of 1878, will 
probably have occasion to recall 
some of the incidents of his own 
College days. 

In the 1870’s when this Univer- 
sity wss embodied in the Columbian 
University overlooking University 
Heights and when college students 
were still riding about in the good 
ole horse and buggy, Dr. Davis, 
present Secretary of the Board of 
Trustees, was devoting a great part 
of his college life to the subject of 
public speaking and debate. Sixty 
years have elapsed since then, and 
Dr. Davis is still as vitally inter- 
ested in forensics ss he was while a 
student at the Columbian Univer- 
sity and active in the Ensonian De- 
bating Society. 

Won Speaking Contest 
/' He participated in the Isaac Davis 
Speaking Contests of 1877 and ’78, 
winning the junior prize for both 
years. 

After his graduation in 1878, Dr. 
Davis lost none of the vital interest 
in debate which had characterized 
hi* college days. Later as Head 
MasteV of the Wilkes Barre, Pa., 
school, he organized an Ensonian 
Debating Society and secured such 
eloquent speakers as William Jen- 
nings Bryan to address the stu- 
dent body. 

.jftr. Davis emphasizes the impor- 
tance of selecting a subject familiar 
*0 the speaker and points out Mark 
Twain as a perfect example. Twain, 
an accomplished after-dinner speak- 
.*r, never failed to amuse his audi- 
ence with his clever witticisms. Re- 
gardless of the occasion, he would 
always manage to end his speech 
with a short dissertation on the 
American flag, a subject which was 
undoubtedly familiar to him.

This agency has been engaged 
during I he past twn years in evalu- 
ating schools of pharmacy and has 
just published for the lirsl lime the 
list of approved institutions. Ac- 
crediting is based upon admission 
and graduation requirements, cur- 
riculum, degrees conferred, teach- 
ing staff, physical facilities, organ- 
ization and control of the institu- 
tion, financial stability, age of the 
institution and of tht? 4-year cur- 
riculum, etc. Fifty-eight schools 
throughout the United States have 
been approved. 

The Council on Pharmaceutical 
Education was organized in 1932 k 
sponsored and authorized by the 
American Phai maceutical Associa- 
tion, the National Association of 
Boards of Pharmacy, and the Amer- 
ican Association of Colleges of 
Pharmacy, with the American 
Council on Education acting in an 
advisory capacity. 

One of Oldest Schools 

The University School of Pharm- 
acy is one of the oldest in the 
United States, being the sixth tp 
be established. Its foundations 
were laid in 1867 by the Apothe- 
caries’ Association of the District 
of Columbia. It was opened In 1872 
as the National College of Pharm- 
acy and In 1906 became affiliated 
with THH George Washington Uni- 
versity. Since its founding, 629 per- 
sons have been graduated from the 
school, of whom more than 200 now 
are located In the District of Co- 
lumbia. 

Prof. William Paul Briggs, edu- 
cated here and at Ihe University of 
Maryland, is the Dean of the School 
of Pharmacy. He is assisted hy a 
staff of 11 professorial lecturers and 
assistant professors.

of financing in 1941, the resolution 
will say. 

The Liberal-Democrats are ex- 
pected to support this resolution, 
while the Farmer-Laboritcs are ex- 
pected to oppose it. The Progres- 
sives’ attitude toward the resolu- 
tion can not he predicted.

A bit of humor will be injected 
Into the night’s proceeding on the 
appearance of William Gausmann 
and Sam Katz, Farmer-Laborites. 
who last month failed to bring a bill 
on Economic Planning for discus- 
sion by the .Congress. Gausmann 
was sentenced to spend thirty days 
in a figurative brig while Katz 
drew down a figurative thirty days 
in t hie pillory.

scene is undergoing a decided change. 

in a period of transition. 

Several years ago was the heyday of the fraternity politician. 
Campus elections were hot and heavy things, with scores of “organ- 
ization men” scurrying around for weeks before a big election, lin- 
ing up the boys, making “deals” for organization support, and 
swapping offices for whatever concessions they could get. 

It was the day of the professional activity man. Every frater- 
nity had one or two; and some of the non-fraternity boys were 
right ‘‘in therg fighting” too.: One who was fortunate enough \o . 
have the backing of the right political party at the right time 
would climb' from job t6 job, eventually rising to one of the half- 
dozen "big” positions on campus. 

And for some reason or other, most of these activity leaders were 
night students. There were those of the full-time day school 
classes who were in the Big Man On Campus circle, but by and 
large it was the night students who controlled activities. 

Today, although the great majority of students may not have 
become actively aware of it, that system is rapidly becoming his- 
tory. In a few weeks Omicron Delta Kappa; honorary activities 
fraternity, will nominate for membership, as usual. It is a safe 
bet that they will not' be overwhelmed with possible candidates. 
For some reason, the professional activities man is conspicuous by 
his absence. 1 ' . 

It is quite possible that this 1 decline in importance of night stu. 
dents in campus activities is a part of the growth of -the University. 
A harder curriculum may be demanding more time for study, with 
consequent less time for extra-curricular activities. Or it may be 
just one of those unexplainable things, proving that "people are 
funny." 

The experiment in class qlubs, started three years ago, was par- 
ticularly interesting in, this connection because they were limited 
in membership to day students. In general, tlje first Freshman 
Club and the first Sophomore Club the following year, and that 
year’s Freshman Club, were highly successful. Since then, they 
have been for the most part poorly supported and generally in- 
active. 

But, remembering that the pendulum keeps swinging back and 
forth, we see in the present lull in campus activity life the period 
of incubation of a new burst of student extra-curricular activity. 

When it does come— and it only awaits the development of a new 
leader and organizer of the type of Wayne Kniffln in the organiza- 
tion of the first Frosh Club----lt will be the day students who will 
be in the saddle. 

, And many of the old-time night school activity leaders are not 
particularly sorry to see the change come. They have had their 
day, and it has been qjong, hard one. 

In only two major instances has this impending change been 
hastened by set limitations favoring day students. The first was 
in the avowed day school class clubs. The second is in the 60-hour 
rule for membership on the Board of Editors of The Hatchet. That 
rule was first invoked in selecting the present provisional board. 
It is almost certain to be retained in the permanent reorganization 
expected to become effective within a few weeks. And it means 
a decided advantage for those day school students who have hopes 
of working up to a position on the Board. 

Whether additional restrictions will be placed in the way of night 
students or not, the change is definitely indicated. It is a challenge 
to the new students. A little glory, a little satisfaction in accom- 
plishing worthwhile results, and a lot of hard work await them.

The construction of the point sys- 
tem has been based upon the reali- 
zation that a greater proportionate 
effort is required to reach the peak 
of achievement, in any one field, 
than is required to attain average 
competence in a number of fields. 
That Is why, for example, a ten- 
polnt position, indicative of a maxi- 
mum achievement in one major 
field, is regarded as equal to sixteen 
activity points earned in two or 
more lesser, fields.

•THE FACULTY of the Division of 
Biological Sciences of the Univer- 
sity met Thursday and elected offi- 
cers for the coming year. Dr. Rob- 
ert F. Griggs of the Botany depart- 
.vment was elected president, and 
Miss Edith Mortensen of the Zo- 
ology department, secretary. 

Those elected to the Educational 
Committee were br. Iceland Parr 
of the Medical School, Dr. John P. 
Fdley of the Psychology Depart- 
ment, and Dr. ’ Lawson Locum of 
the Botany Departments 
• JAMES A. FOWLER and Robert 
Bray, senior students of Ecology 
are investigating the fauna and 
flora of the pot holes in | he Great 
Falls area of the' Potomac River. 
Pot holer are a natural phenome- 
non, the result of erosion by a river 
eddy. A pebble pY small boulder 
becomes lodged in the river bed and 
is spun around by an eddy, or other 
current. The spinning rock carves 
out a de%p round hole In the river- 
bed and as the hole get larger, de- 
bris accumulates in It and .helps 
in the grinding process. 

Fowler and Bray are examining 
the pot holes, which range from 
the bluffs overlooking the river 
down to the Water’s edge, ; in the 
hopes of determining the seasonal 
variations in the flora and fauna, 
the derivation of the fauna and 
flora, and the variation in the life 
in the holes corresponding to the 
age of the holes. 

Although most of Ihe animals 
found were Invertebrates, they also 
found one fish, two species of tad- 
poles, one bullfrog, and some newts. 
Bray, an expert on Crustacea, has 
found two genera new Jo the D. C. 
area that did not occur In ordinary 
water holes in the vicinity. 

Much of their work is done un- 
der winter conditions a hundred 
feet above thp river, A slip means 
a long fall and a cold swim. 

Fowler is a member of the Bio- 
logical Society, of Washington and 
the American Society of Ichthlolo- 
gists and Herpetologists. They hope 
to publish the work on its comple- 
tion in Ecology. 

• DR. JOHN W. ROBERTS spoke 
at the Botany seminar last Thurs- 
day night on the subject of Early 
Studies of Plant Diseases. Pre- 
viously he Was the dinner guest of 
Dr. Lawson Yocum and Dr. Robert 
Griggs, both of the Botany Depart- 
ment. 

Next Thursday. Dr. Jarhes II. 
Kempton of the Department of Ag- 
riculture will speak on the Origin^ 
and History of Maize, a kind of 
grain. The seminars are held at 
7 p.m. in C-402 and everyone is 
welcome to attend.

Starring opposite her In the ju- 
venile lead, Clinton Braine lent the 
part of George a sincere youthful- 
ness and depth. 

Margie Beall and Keith Adamson 
as the concerned, but understand- 
ing parents of Emily, and Betty 
Green and Bill Darnell as George's 
parents, gave colorful and sympa- 
thetic characterizations. Margie's 
interpretation of the small town 
mother and housewife, and her use 
of pantomine to supplant props was 
particularly brilliant, as was the 
parallel role a» played by Betty 
Green. Suzanne Preston as Mrs. 
Soames, the talkative town gossip, 
was also impressive. 

FlOyd L. Sparks' very successful 
direction of the play established 
Cue and Curtain once again in a 
position of importance and dignity 
among the amateur groups of the 
Washington area. It was his first 
full-length production of the sea- 
son, and the sixth of his successful 
productions for Cue and Curtain 
over the three semesters during 
which he has directed the group. 

The cast of "Our Town" was par- 
ticularly well-balanced, portraying 
the hum-drum hominess of little 
Grover's Corners, giving the every- 
day Incidents of the town life an 
understanding interpretation which 
carried the pulse of the village life 
to the audience. 

And with surpassing ability they 
treated the mood of death in the 
third act so that each voice seemed 
to come as a belief or concept of 
"the Dead" rather than from any 
one personality. 

Particular credit is due to Stan 
Seganish, in charge of sound effects, 
and Herzmark Safer and Bob Wales 
who directed the lighting. Their 
responsibilities were far greater 
than those of the average produc- 
tion. since the light and sound was 
a valuable aid to the creation of 
the snqall town, which the lack of 
scenery and props made necessary-
